Construction was halted by the war and there has been 
some hesitancy on the part of the directors to proceed with 
the work because of the extra cost at this time. 
There has beer, an insistent demand^ 
that the project be carried out without 
delay now that the war is over. The 
meeting was called yesterday to ascer­ 
tain the sentiment of the subscribers. 
The Chamber of Commerce has offer­ 
ed to take the responsibility of raising 
the extra money needed to complete 
the hotel above what it was originally 
estimated the cost would be and what 
it would be under present conditions. 
The difference is estimated at about 
130,000.
